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JOINT HEARING WEDNESDAY, MARCH 24th, 
AT 2:00 P. M., ON SHERIDAN-PHELPS 
PREVAILING RATES OF WAGES BILL 


Labor and Industries Committees of Senate and Assembly will 
give a joint hearing on Wednesday, March 24th, at 2:00 p. m., 
in Room 227 on Second floor of Capitol (Senate side), on the 
Sheridan-Phelps bill to amend the Prevailing Rate of Wages 
sections of the Eight-Hour Law. ‘The bill is Senate print No. 
1064 and Assembly print No. 1501. It defines the words 
“locality” and ‘prevailing wages’’ as used in the law so as to 
meet the U. S. Supreme Court decision in the case of the Okla- 
homa law on the same subject. Counsellor Frank X. Sullivan 
will explain at this public hearing the need for these amend- 
ments to safeguard our state law and permit the prosecution of 
public work in this state without hindrance. Those attending 
this hearing should assemble at our headquarters, 25 South Hawk 
Street, at 1:00 p. m., on the day of the hearing so as to arrange 
the appearances and speakers. We will proceed from our head- 
quarters directly to the hearing room in the Capitol. 


Safe Closed Hook Bill Also on March 24th 


A hearing will also be given before the above committees on 
the same date, immediately following the Prevailing Rate of 
Wages bill hearing, on Assemblyman Fay’s bill (Assembly print 
No. 26) to amend the Labor Law by providing for the use of 
closed hooks in hoisting operations on construction work. This 
bill, if enacted, will end and prevent for the future a class of 
avoidable severe accidents frequently occurring. 


Damp-Proofing of Tenement Basements Bill 
Advanced Assembly 


The Assembly has advanced Assemblyman Boyle’s_ labor 
health bill, Assembly print No. 1278, which will require the actual 
damp-proofing of basements of dwellings and other tenantable 
buildings. It is designed to safeguard the health of occupants. 


Barbers Sunday Closing Bill Reported 


Assembly Codes committee reported favorably this week As- 
semblyman Winters’ bill extending the 30-year-old state law 
closing barber shops on Sunday so as to include New York City 
and Saratoga, which were excepted at the time of the passage of 
the law. This bill has the backing of both employee and employ- 
ing barbers. ‘It was reported with amendments agreed to by 
those supporting the measure. 


Must Report Pawned Mechanics’ Tools 


Senator Fearon’s bill, Senate print 1069, drafted by the 
Journeymen Carpenters’ State Council, which requires pawn- 
brokers to report to police daily as added items on such daily 
reports a description of mechanics’ tools pawned that day, has 
passed the Senate. It is now in the Assembly for final enactment. 


Assembly Rules Committee Takes Charge April 2nd 


The Assembly on Tuesday adopted a resolution producing 
that the Rules Committee shall take charge of all bills remain- 
ing in other committees on April 2 and from that date on shall 
make up the Assembly daily calendar. This action is not to 
affect bills reorganizing the State Government, which are being 
acted upon by a special committee. 


Bills Reported in Assembly 


Following bills were reported in the Assembly on Wednesday: 
Brooks Assembly print 664, amending Labor Law to permit 
employees on night shifts 20 minutes for meal time. 
Tellier Assembly print 1093, permitting factory owners to 
pay office help and department heads wages twice a month, instead 
of in cash every week. 


ASSEMBLY LABOR AND INDUSTRY COMMIT- 
TEE VOTES AGAINST EXCLUSIVE STATE 
FUND AND 48-HOUR BILLS AND 
OTHER IMPORTANT LABOR BILLS 


In its executive session on Tuesday afternoon the Assembly 
Labor and Industry committee voted not to report favorably the 
Downing-Hackenburg Exclusive State Insurance Fund bill and 
many other beneficial amendments to the Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion Law. It also voted not to report the Mastick-Shonk 48- 
hour bill for employed women and minors and the minimum 
wage inquiry bill. At the same time it voted against reporting 
the several bills requiring women to work at night and other- 
wise breaking down the protective Labor Laws for women. The 
matter of a loss of vision schedule in the Compensation Law is 
yet to be decided. 


Five Minor Amendments to Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion Law Pass Senate—Others Reported 
in Both Houses 


On Monday night the Senate passed five of Senator Truman’s 
bills, Senate Printed Nos. 103, 119, 121, 123 and 126, the 
purpose of which were fully explained in last week’s BULLETIN. 
These amendments are of minor importance, containing technical 
text corrections. 


On Tuesday Senate Labor and Industry Committee reported 
to the Senate additional minor technical amendments to the 
Workmen’s Compensation Law, all of which had been introduced 
by Senator Truman as Senate Printed Nos, 132, 319, 673, anid 
1129. 

No. 132 requires that insurance carriers shall use a form 
prescribed by the Industrial Commissioner in reporting stoppage 
of payments on claims for any reason. 

No. 319 imposes on employer as well as insurance carrier duty 
of seeing to it that payments due special funds in death cases 
where there are no dependents are properly made. 

No. 673 rearranges on a simpler basis the receipt and distri- 
bution of funds for rehabilitation of industrial cripples. 

No. 1129 endeavors to save notice time for appellants by pro- 
viding that 30-day limit shall not expire for right to appeal to 
courts until after Industrial Board has rendered decision on a 
review. (This will not prevent or discourage appeals if Board 
decision is not liked). 


‘The Assembly Labor and Industries Committee on Wednesday 
reported favorably the Assembly duplicates of the foregoing four 
bills and also Assembly duplicates of the other eight minor 
amendments to Workmen’s Compensation Law which were re- 
ported in the Senate last week and given in our Bulletin of 
March 13th. 


Two Labor Law Amendments Reported 


Two amendments to the State Labor Law were reported in 
the Senate this week. One, Senate print 317, simply corrects 
text of section relating to Industrial Council. The other, Sen- 
ate print 185, is of more serious nature, as it amends the section 
prohibiting employment of females and boys under 18 on polish- 
ing wheels by providing it shall not apply to minors indentured 
as bona fide apprentices in the trades using such polishing wheels 
It is understood this latter bill is to be amended to limit the 
minimum ages of such apprentices to sixteen years and to require 
filing of apprentice indentures with Education Commissioner be- 
fore such employment is permitted. Olther amendments may be 
necessary to protect minors from mutilation. These two bills are 
also reported in the Assembly. 


Labor Spokesmen in Assembly 


Assemblyman §. A. Dineen of the third New York district 
and Assemblyman J. A. Gavagan were among the loyal spokes- 
men for labor’s interests in the legislature who opposed with a 
igorous speech the passage in the Assembly of the Knight 
resolution to defer action on important Labor bills until next 
year. In so doing they voiced the attitude of organized labor 
of the state. i 
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Labor Opposes Censorship of Printing

sorship over printing of books, magazines and newspapers at the
